‘ ‘We’re looking at every question raised in 
the press about Lance,” the source said.

The transactions are disclosed in bank 
records of Lance’s personal loans, made 
public by federal banking investigators. 
Government officials interviewed Thursday 
said they saw no violation of federal law. 
But Robert A. Baer Jr., special assistant 
to the U.S. comptroller of the currency, 
said, ‘‘Lance may have violated a contract 
he had with Manufacturers Hanover.” And 
an official with a legal background at the 
Federal Reserve, which regulates the banks 
involved, called Lance’s action an apparent 
breach of contract. 


“It’s very clear that both banks expected 
the stock,” a House investigator said. “60*1 
Lance clearly gave the impression to both 
banks that they would get the shares. ” 
Lance’s spokesman, Robert W. Dietsch, 
was asked: You don’t dispute that up until 
the end of the documentary record of the 
loan, Manufacturers thought they were 
going to get the stock dividends, they didn’t 
get them and the language that Lance 
signed indicated that he would in fact send 
them any such dividends? 
“That’s all true,” Dietsch replied. “It’s 
all there and it’s all in the written record. 
It’s also true that the loan was not called. 
It’s also, I think, true that there were ad­ 
ditional discussions about what was ade­ 
quate collateral on the terms of the loan.

INFLATED UNEMPLOYMENT 
Of all the statistics cranked out by the federal 
government, one of the most closely watched is the 
unemployment rate. 
Together with the consumer price index, the national 
unemployment rate is taken as an overall report of how 
the economy is doing. Thus it forms the basis for some of 
government’s most important decisions. 
Among these are whether to stimulate the economy, 
the proper level of federal spending and deficit, the 
raising or lowering of taxes and what to do about job- 
creation programs and public service hiring. 
Along with its role as a guidepost, the jobless rate 
recently has been a puzzle and a discouragement. It has 
(topped for more slowly from its peak during the 1974-75 
recession than it did in past recovering. 
Now come two senior economists at the University of 
Miami, Kenneth W. Clarkson and Roger E. Meiners, with 
a potentially important explanation for the jobless rate’s 
poor performance. 
They note that the Bureau of Labor Statistics defines 
the unemployment rate as the percentage of the civilian 
work force that is actively seeking a job but cannot find 


However, they point out that in 1972 Congress required 
that recipients of food stamps and Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) register for work with the 
unemployment service. 
M ore that, many recipients of food stamps and 
welfare were not actively seeking jobs, did not register 
for work and were not counted on the unemployment 
rolls. Now they stand to lose benefits by not registering. 
“Hence,” Clarkson and Meiners contend, "individuals 
are required to claim that they are seeking employment 
even though they have no more intention of actively 
seeking employment than they did before the work 
registration requirement... 
"Although this (registration) policy may be desirable, 
it has had the unfortunate impact of artificially Inflating 
the official unemployment statistics since 1972." 
Since 1975, they continue, the official jobless rates have 
been about two percentage points higher than they would 
have been without the work registration rule. 
Thus, the current 6.9 per cent reported unemployment, 
which appears uncomfortably high, may actually be 
"real" joblessness of 4.9 per cent, which is close to what 
economists view as full employment. 
The federal government would do well to review 
Clarkson and Meiners’ findings (which support work 
done earlier by economists at MIT). Some of the major 
programs being advocated in Washington might actually 
do little to reduce illusory unemployment, but could heat 
up inflation which is all too real.

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U.S. Trying to Doport Two 
Sovtots Who May Faco Execution

WASHINGTON - The 
Justice Dept, is quietly 
trying to deport two Soviet 
dissidents back to Russia, 
where they face almost 
certain execution. 
Lithuanian 
freedom 
fighter Pranas Brazinskas 
was tortured for years in 
Soviet prisons before he 
escaped and hijacked a 
plane to Turkey in October 
1970. He and his son even­ 
tually made their way to 
the United States, which 
has no extradition treaty 
with the Soviet Union. 
Yet the United States is 
apparently bowing to So­ 
viet demands and may 
soon return the courageous 
father and son, 
even 
though a State Dept, offi­ 
cial admits it is "quite 
possible* they will be 
killed. 
Brazinskas’ tale of suf­ 
fering for his once-inde- 
pendent homeland is viv­ 
idly dsscribed in a 50-page 
personal statement. He be­ 
came a dissident on his 
17th birthday in 1940, when 
a "motor truck filled with 
armed Soviet 
aokfiers" 
stormed 
into 
his 
Lithuanian village and 
•drove out all tha inhabit­ 
ants from their homes to 
vote" for Sovist rule. 
Within a month, he wrote 
in imperfect Engliih, hia 
life of terror and hiding 
began. "Through one dev­ 
astating night," Brazins­ 
kas recalls, Soviet soldiers 
apprehended 
35,000 
Lithuanians, 
including 
women, children and the 
elderly, and herded them 


into concentration camps. 
But Brazinskas escaped 
under the cover of dark­ 
ness, firing his shotgun at 
the pursuing secret police 
agents. He lived in the 
woods for four years, fight­ 
ing both Russians and 
Nazis, until he caught 
pneumonia and was ar­ 
rested along with his preg­ 
nant wife. 
The Lithuanian first ex­ 
perienced Soviet torture in 
the notorious underground 
chambers of Uublianka 
prison. "They striked me 
by their fists, rubber 
sticks, loose chair-legs," he 
writes. They also used 
their 'special tool,* a "flat 
long ruler to which hun­ 
dreds 
of 
needles 
are 
attached, which by deeply 
piercing into the body 
causes unbelievable suf­ 
fering and hemmorhage." 
The 
most 
horrible," 
Brazinskas recalls, "were 
those seven days of cov­ 
ered coffin, where I had to 
stand, and whore it was 
impossible to lie down or 
sit...My arms were broken 
and cuffed from behind to 
my spine.* 
Brazinskas was later ex­ 
iled to Siberia. He worked 
II hours s day, subsisted 
on s daily diet of 300 grams 
of bread and slept with 
another prisoner on two 
wooden boards. In three 
years he was allowed only 
three baths. 
He escaped during an 
uprising fay the Siberian 
soldiers and found his wife 
and the daughter he had 
never 
seen. 
The

Brazinskas became a high 
official in the dissident net­ 
work, led sabotage opera­ 
tions against a Soviet elec­ 
trical plant and organized 
a labor strike. However, he 
was arrested again in 1963 
and sent to Vilnius prison. 
When the usual torture 
methods failed to force 
Brazinskas to divulge in­ 
formation about the under­ 
ground, a technique called 
*knovejar* was applied. 
Two ‘body mechanics’ 
suddenly caught my arms 
from behind and, by break­ 
ing them at t he spine, they 
placed me into automatic 
chains.* 
They held his head under 
water and threatened to 
drown him; they thrust hot 
needles under his finger­ 
nails and burned the soles 
of his feet with electric 
current. "But I just re­ 
peated the same words of 
my destiny,” Brazinskas 
writes. "I do not know! I do 
not know anything! Even 
in my sleep I repeated the 
same words.” 
The Soviets freed Bra­ 
zinskas in 1967, but re- 
arrested him when he 
failed to lead them to un­ 
derground leaders. He fi­ 
nally escaped again from a 
concentration camp. The 
underground arranged for 
him to hijack a Soviet jet 
from Batum to Turkey. He 
took hia 14-year-old son 
and left behind his wife and 
older daughter. A steward­ 
ess was killed and a pilot 
wounded 
as 
they 
ex­ 
changed fire with KGB 
agents. 
The father and son spent 
five years in Turkish 
prison before an official 
arranged their escape to 
prevent their extradition to 
the Soviet Union. 
Now the brave pair are 
fighting U.S. deportation 
on the grounds that they 
would face "political per­ 
secution" in the Soviet 


whose duties include the 
responsibility for foreign affairs 
and monetary policy. In other 
words, President Carter has 
shown enough confidence in the 
Trilateral Commission to bring 
almost one-third of its American 
members into the most powerful 
poets in our government.

What are his actual expenses, 
the invutigating agents now are 
asking. What is Dorfman's 
percentage of actual profit? 
This investigation mustn’t be 
confused with the heavily 
publicized triple probe of the 
giant pension fund which 
discovered some 9922 million in 
real estate invutments - some 
of which the Internal Revenue 
Service believu "were im­ 
prudent . . . (and) disbursed to 
individuals known to be un­ 
worthy of trust.” 
The two funds are linked 
through Dorfman who has been 
called 
a “symbol" of un­ 
derwork! influence. The pension 
fund is being investigated by the 
IRS, the Justice Department 
and the Labor Department. The 
latter operation is in the hands 
of Francis X. Burknardt, 
Auistant Secretary of Labor- 
Management Relations, Mmself 
a former union official.

INFLATED UNEMPLOYMENT 
Of all the statistics cranked out by the federal 
government, one of the most closely watched is the 
unemployment rate. 
Together with the consumer price index, the national 
unemployment rate is taken as an overall report of how 
the economy is doing. Thus it forms the basis for some of 
government’s most important decisions. 
Among these are whether to stimulate the economy, 
the proper level of federal spending and deficit, the 
raising or lowering of taxes and what to do about job- 
creation programs and public service hiring. 
Along with its role as a guidepost, the jobless rate 
recently has been a puzzle and a discouragement. It has 
dropped far more slowly from its peak during the 1974-75 
recession than it did in past recovering. 
Now come two senior economists at the University of 
Miami, Kenneth W. Clarkson and Roger E. Meiners, with 
a potentially important explanation for the jobless rate’s 
poor performance. 
They note that the Bureau of Labor Statistics defines 
the unemployment rate as the percentage of the civilian 
work force that is actively seeking a job but cannot find 
one. 
However, they point out that in 1972 Congress required 
that recipients of food stamps and Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) register for work with the 
unemployment service. 
Before that, many recipients of food stamps and 
welfare were not actively seeking jobs, did not register 
for work and were not counted on the unemployment 
rolls. Now they stand to lose benefits by not registering. 
“Hence," Clarkson and Meiners contend, “individuals 
are required to claim that they are seeking employment 
even though they have no more intention of actively 
seeking employment than they did before the work 
registration requirement... 
“Although this (registration) policy may be desirable, 
it has had the unfortunate impact of artificially inflating 
the official unemployment statistics since 1972." 
Since 1975, they continue, the official jobless rates have 
been about two percentage points higher than they would 
have been without the work registration rule. 
Thus, the current 6.9 per cent reported unemployment, 
which appears uncomfortably high, may actually be 
"real" joblessness of 4.9 per cent, which is close to what 
economists view as full employment. 
The federal government would do well to review 
Clarkson and Meiners’ findings (which support work 
done earlier by economists at MIT). Some of the major 
programs being advocated in Washington might actually 
do little to reduce illusory unemployment, but could heat 
up inflation which is all too real.

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Winterization plan designed to aid poor

Imagine 18 degrees below 
zero, a gusty north wind, only 
a wood-burning stove for 
warmth and a hole at the 
bottom of the front door “big 
enough to let a cat in.”

David Honse, winterization 
director for the Missouri 
Ozarks Economic Opportunity 
Organization (MOEOO). 
“I’ve seen extreme cases 
where people in rural areas

Honse says. 
Honse was the sole “public"

Honse’s organization is one 
of 18 federally funded Com­

Agencies 
(CAA) throughout Missouri 
that will determine which poor 
families will receive part of 
8794,000 in Federal Energy 
Administration (FEA) funds 
that the natural resources 
department will 
use for 
weatherization. 
Weatherization programs 
have been conducted the past 
two years but were funded 
only by money from the 
federal Community Service 
Agency (CSA). This year, the 
FEA will provide 8400 per 
home to be used for caulking, 
weather stripping and other 
repairs to make homes more 
energy efficient. 
Bill Jurkiewicz, deputy 
director 
of the 
Missouri 
Energy Agency, which will 
administer FEA money to 
community 
organizations, 
says the 1,756 homes is the 
minimum number of homes 
that can be weatherized. 
“Some homes will cost less 


(to weatherize) than 8400," he 
says.

Now known as the Missouri 
Worm Farm, Mrs. Bradley’s 
operation is contained in 500 
feet of wooden troughs, filled 
with plenty of worms and rich 
soil. The weathered, dimly-lit 
barn that houses them is suf­ 


fused with a rich, earthy smell 
as the owner displays her 
stock. 
The worms are easily cared 
for: It takes two to four people 
about 20 hours a week. 


“They only have to be fed 
once a month,” Mrs. Bradley 
explained. “They will eat gar­ 
bage, coffe grounds, almost 
anything.” 


The lack of gastronomic dis­ 
cretion may put the lowly 
worm to work as the disposal 
of the future. An experimental 
process known as annelidic con­ 
sumption puts the worms to 
work on large collections of 
garbage. In a short time, they 
can consume about 75 per cent 
of the trash. The remainder is 
salable organic fertilizer—pro­ 
vided by the waster material 
called castings—and a lot more 
worms, ready for a lot more 
garbage. The process elimi­ 
nates air pollution and un- 
slightly landfills. 
Mrs. Bradley’s operation has 
already reached the point at 
which the worms are reproduc­

Pony’s hooves deformed by 
4 years in closed stall

DURHAM, N.H. (AP) - Vet­ 
erinarians are laboring to re­ 
pair the deformed hooves and 
legs of a Shetland pony con­ 
fined for four years in a nailed- 
shut 
stall 
piled 
high 
with 
manure. 
“I’ve seen a lot, but that still 
shocked me," said Peter Saun­ 
ders, an investigator for the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (SPCA), 
who examined the pony shortly 
after he was found two weeks 
ago in the town of Plaistow, 
near the Massachusetts border 
‘‘The 
pony’s 
hooves 
are 
enormous, about a foot and a 
half long and curved back until 
they almost touch his knees,” 
Saunders said. 
The deformity is called lami- 
nitis, and some veterinarians 
said they had never seen such 
a severe and painful case. The 
pony’s legs were also damaged 
because of the distortion of the 
hooves. 
In addition, the pony had 
“hay 
belly," 
a 
distension 
caused by a diet of all hay and 
no grain. 
"That pony must have one 
hell of a will to live," said 
Saunders. 
King, a 10-year-old gold-color­ 
ed pony with a light mane, was 
found in a garage after an 
SPCA investigator received a 


tip that some type of animal 
was being kept in the building. 
"I couldn't believe what I 
saw,” said Plaistow Animal 
Control Officer Don Sargent. “I 
looked into a small window and 
saw a popy standing on top of a 
pile of manure as high as the 
window. 


"I can’t believe that anything 
could live in that filth. We 
pried the boards off the stall so 
we could get the pony out and 
the maggots and flies just 
swarmed out.” 
The pony was owned by a 
woman named Barbara Reed, 
but police and the SPCA are re­ 
fusing to say where the woman 
lives or why she locked up the 
animal because of distress over 
the incident in the town of 
about 5,000 persons. 
They 
fear 
that 
publicity 
might 
prompt some 
"over- 
zealous animal lover to take 
some rash action against the 
woman." The SPCA now owns 
the pony. 
Mrs. Reed has been charged 
with cruelty to animals. In New 
Hampshire the charge is a mis­ 
demeanor which could result in 
a sentence of one year in jail, a 
$500 fine or both.
